Officials Push for Early 
Action on School Finance 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Two top 
state officials have asked Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe 
to 
convene 
a 
special 
legislative session as early as next 
week 
to 
study 
school 
finance 
proposals because they are concerned 
school districts will be under undue 
pressure if a special session isn t 
called until mid July. 
However, 
after an 
hour-long 
meeting with Briscoe Thursday, Lt. 
Gov. William Hobby and Speaker Bill 
Clayton said Briscoe reached no 
decision on whether to move up the 
timetable for acting on school finance. 
“The speaker and I favor a session 
as soon as possible,” Hobby said. “A 
week from Monday would suit me 
fine.” 
Briscoe has said he would call a 
special session only if legislators 
come up with an acceptable plan to 


increase state aid to public schools. 
Local school districts have a 
statutory deadline of Aug. 20 to 
prepare their budgets and Clayton 
and Hobby said that the districts 
would be in a bind if the legislature 
waits until mid-July to pass a school 
finance bill. 
Briscoe, according to Hobby and 
Clayton, is concerned the legislators 
will waste time if he calls them into 
session before July 
“ His basic feeling is that the later 
the call is the greater likelihood of a 
short session,” Hobby said. “ I don’t 
agree with that judgement.” 
Hobby and Clayton said they believe 
a majority of the senators and 
representatives will vote for a bill 
similar to the $900 million plan 
proposed in the closing minutes of the 
140-day regular session May 30. 
Senators Approve 
Air Compromise 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate 
approval of a compromise to make it 
easier for auto makers to meet 
exhaust pollution standards has 
cleared the way today for final action 
on a new clean air bill. 


The compromise was approved 56 to 
38 Thursday as a substitute for an 
industrybacked amendment offered 
by Michigan Sens. Robert Griffin and 
Donald Riegle. 


And while the two opposed the 
compromise, Griffin later called it a 
victory over tough standards backed 
by Sen. Edmund Muskie, D-Maine. 
“Although it didn’t turn out quite 
the way we had hoped, it was a real 
victory because we forced a retreat 


from the impossible standards in the 
Muskie bill,” Griffin said. 
Muskie and others seeking tighter 
standards approved by the Senate 
environment subcommittee joined in 
supporting the compromise proposed 
by Senate Republican Leader Howard 
Baker of Tennessee. 
The Senate ignored a Griffin-Riegle 
complaint that the standards would 
force the use of catalysts containing 
rhodium, a metal they said was 
available only from the Soviet Union 
or South Africa. 
Griffin said the rhodium purchases 
would “pump $270 to $300 million a 
year into South Africa’s slumping 
economy” despite U.S. disapproval of 
that country’s racial policies. 


“In my judgment had the con­ 
ference committee report been voted 
on the last night of the session, it 
would have been approved by the 
Senate,” Hobby said. "There is pretty 
broad consensus around the con­ 
ference committee report. I think 
there is now a strong consensus 
because of the criticalness of the time 
problem.” 
Briscoe directed aides to confer

Bicycle Cops Pose 
Danger for Crooks 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The police 
department has presented the bad 
guys with a new threat: Anybody on a 
bicycle could be a cop. 
The newest police squad is a team of 
officers who weave around town on 10- 
speed bicycles, catching criminals in 
the act. It’s been going on since late 
May, and with amazing success. 
Sgt. Sal Hoyas, head of the Special 
Problems Unit, said the bike-riding 
cops can get into places patrol cars 
can’t. And besides, criminals tend'to 
ignore them until its too late. 
“Who pays attention to a couple of 
guys on bicycles?” he said. 
“In the first couple of weeks,” he 
said, “we made seven felony arrests, 
a grand theft-auto arrest and 
recovery. And just recently two of­ 
ficers rode into a robbery in progress. 
“It was in the Skid Row section and 
a couple of guys had taken a wino into 
an alley,” Hoyas said. “One guy had 
the victim with a knife to his throat 
and was taking the money, and our 
guys rode rode right up to them and 
made the arrest with no one being 
hurt.” 
Hoyas said in another arrest, 
pedaling police rode right up to two 
men in the midst of a burglary in an 
alley. 
“Suspects were removing garments 
after breaking into a store,” he said. 
“We’re talking about thousands of 
dollars worth of material. The officers 
pedaled up and the thieves continued. 
Later, one of the suspects said he 
thought it was just a couple of guys 
looking for a job to pull off them­ 
selves.” 
Hoyas said the bike cops can move 
very fast, getting through traffic that 
would slow down a patrol car. 
“I’ve seen these guys get on the 
scene in minutes,” he said. “Ifs 
amazing how fast they can get there.” 
Burglars usually pick a spot with 
little traffic, he said. They look up and 
down the street and can see a black- 
and-white patrol car blocks away. 
“But the guys on bikes are on the 
sidewalk or in an alley and you can’t 
see a bike until it’s too late.” 
He said publicizing the new 
technique is designed to be a crime 
deterrent. 
“If we can create the illusion that 
everybody out there on a bike is a 
possible police officer, all the better,” 
he said. “There are a lot of bike riders 
in this town and my boys all have long 
hair, and they’re not — well — the 
cleanest types in town. 
“They mingle with the rest. We’re

Ford May Recall 
’70-77 Models Soon 


DETROIT (UPI) — The death of an 
auto mechanic who was killed by a fan 
blade 
that 
flew 
loose from 
an 
automobile engine could force the 
Ford Motor Co. to recall 6.2 million 
1970-77 automobiles — the second 
largest recall in U.S. auto history. 
Herbert Misch, vice president for 
Ford’s environmental and safety 
engineer staff, said Thursday the 
company now has plans to recall only 
425,000 of its 1972-model Ford Torino, 
Mercury Montego and Lincoln Con­ 


tinental models equipped with 302, 351 
and 400-cubic inch V-8 engines. 
“Owner notification is scheduled to 
begin on June 16 when replacement 
parts are expected to be available in 
dealerships,” Misch said. “Some of 
these fans may be susceptible to 
cracking of the fan blades and 
eventual separation of pieces of the 
blades from the fan assemblies.” 
If Ford were forced to recall 6.2 
million vehicles, it would be the 
second largest auto recall 
ever.

babies between the ages of I 
month and I year than any 
other cause. Since the Texas 
legislature has passed a bill 
to combat 
“crib death,” 
people at last may begin to 
learn 
more 
about 
this 
mysterious killer, the Texas 
Medical Association (TMA) 
says. 
The bill will let the state 
pay 
for 
autopsies 
for 
children under 2 years of age 
so researchers can deter­ 
mine 
what 
causes 
the 
deaths. One researcher says 
that crib death most often 
strikes infants in cities, 
black 
m ales 
born 
prematurely or with low 
birth weight, 
and babies 
from lower socioeconomic 
backgrounds. 
Other research shows the 
disease kills most often 
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during 
sleep 
and 
on 
weekends. However, crib 
death is not confined to this 
range. It kills babies of all 
backgrounds. 
Milk 
allergies, 
faulty 
nerve 
signals 
to 
heart 
muscles, a chemical 
im­ 
balance that stops heart 
m uscles and numberous 
other theories have been 
blamed but no one has 
pinpointed a single, definite 
cause yet. 
This indefinite cause of 
death increases parents’ 
already heavy burden of 
grief. 
Many parents feel 
guilty, wondering what they 
could have done differently 
to save the child’s life. 
TMA supported Midland 
Sen. Pete Snelson’s bill that 
authorizes 
the 
health 
department to set up a 
program to help parents get 
over 
this 
natural, 
but 
unrealistic, guilt reaction.

the disease and help victims’ 
parents.

Peace Corps, on the verge 
of rebuilding its image and 
volunteer force, will soon 
begin 
training 
persons 
having aptitude for select 
skills and interest in serving 
overseas. 
An individual who likes to 
garden, for example, but has 
no 
formal 
agricultural 
training beyond a liberal 
arts degree, will now be 
considered for several weeks 
of intensive training in the 
United States and may be 
able to join the Peace Corps 
as a seed and vegetable 
technician. 
Capability 
to 
learn 
rapidly, good references and 
ability to work with people 
will 
be 
important 
con­ 
siderations aside from the 
degree and aptitude. 
Peace Corps undertakes 
this step to enable more 
Americans to fulfill the 
increased 
requests 
for 
skilled volunteers from the 
host countries. 
Oppor­ 
tunities for generalists to be 
able to join the Peace Corps 
in the past few years were 
limited. 
“Peace 
Corps’ 
greatest 
need is to work at a village 
level. 
You don’t need a 
college degree to grow rice. 
Ifs fish farming as opposed 
to engineering.” says AC­ 


TION’S director Sam Brown. 
“ It s the difference between 
a midwife and a surgeon. 
Both save lives, but surgeons 
are a lot more expensive.” 
More than 6,000 Peace 
Corps volunteers, averaging 
27 
y ears, 
work 
in 
64 
developing nations. About 38 
percent of them are women. 
Peace Corps, budgeted at $81 
million, is part of ACTION, 
the 
ferd eral 
volunteer 
agency. VISTA 
is also an 
ACTION program. 
S everal hundred P eace 
Corps volunteers are sought 
for skill training to serve as 
seed 
and 
vegetable 
specialists, crops educators, 
a g ricu ltu ral 
m echanics, 
crops technicians, irrigation 
specialists, and teachers of 
E nglish 
as 
a 
foreign 
language. 
The 
training 
for 
some 
skills will begin in July at 
Michigan State University in 
East Lansing. 
Other sites 
and co n tracts are being 
negotiated for the sum m er 
and fall. 
Trainees will 
be given 
about 400 hours of intensive 
training and will receive a 
certificate that they can 
perform specific duties. 
Training in the United States 
will approxim ate conditions 
in the countries of assign­ 


ment as closely as possible. 
“We’ll combine our talents 
with 
the 
P eace 
C orps’ 
needs," 
says 
Dr. 
Jam es 
Kielbaso, director of the 
program at Michigan State 
University. He says a staff 
of eleven will give the 
train ees 
p ractical 
and 
theoretical instruction. 
Training in the United 
States will be followed by the 
usual in-country training 
which may last up to three 
m onths 
and 
includes 
language instruction and 
cross-cultural 
awareness. 
Peace Corps estim ates 
that it will cost about fifty 
percent less to recruit and 
train generalists under the 
new system, compared to 
the traditional 
route of 
recruiting skilled volunteers 
at colleges and off campus. 
Peace Corps now spends 
almost $5,000 per person 
from the time an applicant 
has 
been 
recruited 
until 
starting to work abroad. 
Peace Corps is a two-year 
commitment that could be 
extended for a maximum of 
five 
years. 
V olunteers 
receive tran sp o rtatio n to 
and 
from 
their 
overseas 
sites, a living allowance and 
medical protection. 
While 
abroad, they also accrue a 
readjustem ent allowance of 


$125 for each month over-

Fuel Prices Hit Farmers 


Increasing fuel prices call 
for a closer look at better 
tractor efficiency, points out 
James R Risinger, county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service For example, one 
gallon of diesel fuel can 
provide up to 13 drawbar 
horsepower for an hour, but 
few tractors obtain this 
amount. 
One big step to improve 


tractor performance is to 
properly match tractors to 
im plement loads during 
tillage. Many large tractors 
have m ore power 
than 
required 
for 
most 
operations, so excess diesel 
fuel is burned for the extra, 
unneeded power. 
If a 150 horsepower (hp) 
tractor is doing only a IOO hp 
job, 
throttle 
it 
back. 
Operating in a higher gear at 


reduced engine speed can 
save 12 to 34 percent on fuel 
consumption. For a 150 hp 
tractor this could be two 
gallons per hour. 
Slippage during tillage is 
also a fuel waster. Soft soils 
and 
inadequate 
tractor 
weight can easily cause 20 
percent wheel slippage. 
Maximum slip for good 
power use is 15 percent. Two- 
thirds to one gallon of diesel 
Transplants Yielding 
Highest Production 


G a r d e n i n g 
w i t h 
professionally-grown 
com­ 
mercial transplants is the 
easy way to get the most out 
of a garden. 
Whether yours is a flower 
or vegetable garden, its days 
are numbered from the last 
frost of spring to the first one 
in the fall. Transplants allow 
the home gardener to skip 
the days that seeds need to 
rest in the soil, absorbing 
enough moisture to send out 
tenuous small 
roots and 
shoots.

Smart gardeners will have 
their garden areas ready for 
setting out started plants 
before they go shopping for 
the varieties, colors and 
sizes they need. Knowing the 
number of plants required to 


plant 
a 
garden 
before 
shopping enables the gar­ 
dener to buy the precise 
number needed. 
Conscientious 
bedding 
plant growers today 
are 
trained, skilled professionals 
wi t h 
w e 11-eq u i p p e d 
greenhouse 
ranges 
for 
germinating, transplanting 
and rearing seedling plants 
in order to make them ready 
to set out in the outdoor 
garden at the proper time. 
Since some garden plants 
are grown from seeds which 
are tricky to germinate or 
which take an extra long 
time for sprouting, com­ 
mercial growers begin their 
greenhouse operations soon 
after the New Year. 
The seed geranium is only 
one example of a plant which 
must 
accum ulate 
many 
hours of sunlight energy 
before it can begin to flower. 
To achieve flowering in the 
late 
spring 
and 
early 
summer, it must be started 
into growth early in the year. 
Growers manipulate light, 
temperature and watering 
with professional expertise 
to produce young 
plants 
which are vigorous and 
healthy. When ready to ship 


to garden center markets, 
plants are dark 
green, 
compact and disease free. 
With minimal care on the 
part of the purchaser, they 
are ready for transplanting 
as 
soon 
as 
purchased. 
Growers caution, however, 
that plants coming from a 
controlled greenhouse en­ 
vironment should be kept out 
of the direct sun and should 
be watered thoroughly to 
help acclimatize them to 
natural 
garden 
tem ­ 
peratures and light. 


may be lost by excessive 
slippage. A IO percent in­ 
crease in slip also results in 
a 40 percent increase in tire 
wear. 
For top power and fuel 
economy, keep the diesel 
engine in A l shape. Dirty 
air cleaners and injectors 
are power wasters as well as 
fuel wasters. Diesels don’t 
need service as frequently as 
gasoline engines, but don’t 
neglect 
them, 
cautions 
Risinger. Failure to service 
the pump, fuel filters, in­ 
jectors and air filters can 
cost one gallon of five per 
hour on a 150 hp tractor 
before the problem becomes 
obvious. 
Proper tractor operation 
also boosts fuel economy. A 
150 hp tractor idling for an 
hour wastes one-half gallon 
of diesel fuel. When the stops 
for lubrication, refilling 
sprayer tanks, measuring 
land or lunch breaks are 
added up, these can total ar 
hour per day. 
With a 150 hp tractor, 
i m p r o p e r 
o p e r a t i o n , 
m a i n t e n a n c e 
a n d 
m anagem ent add up to 
sizable 
fuel 
costs. 
It’s 
possible to use as much 
excess fuel as 2.5 gallons per 
hour. In a 12-hour day, this is

30 gallons of diesel or $15 (at 
50 cents per gallon). 
Fuel cost is less than half 
the cost of inefficiency. 
Either 25 percent more acres 
could have been tilled or 
equipment operating time 
decreased. In many in­ 
stances it will cost more than 
$10 per hour to operate a 150 
hp tractor. So the total cost 
of inefficiency is m ud 
greater than the fuel burned 
Inefficiencies may total $30«. 
day even though fuel cosh 
are $15 per day. 
Efficient operators can get 
up to one more day of tractor 
operation per week than 
inefficient operators on the 
same fuel, notes Risinger. 
So, take a close look at how 
you’re 
operating 
your 
tractor. You might be able to 
cut fuel costs even with the 
rising prices.

You don’t know what good 
eating is until you have eaten 
some sweet corn only 30 
minutes from the stalk to the 
pot and your table, ac­ 
cording to Dr. 
William 
Peavy, Fort Stockton hor­ 
ticulturist. 
With sweet corn, the sugar 
that makes it taste so good 
begins to change to starch 
immediately upon picking 
unless the corn is placed on 
ice and kept that way until 
just before cooking. 
Eben 
then, it will last only a week 
or so. 
Once taken off ice, a day 
will finish it off and gobs of 
butter and salt will be 
needed to make it fit to eat. 
Really good, fresh sweet 
corn needs little or not 
buttering or salt. 
The 
problem is that so few people 
have ever had the op­ 
portunity to taste good sweet 
corn properly cooked. 
One of the big advantages 
of growing your own food is 
that you can pick your 
vegetables at their height of 
flavor and taste. 
Commercially grown field 
tomatoes are picked long 
before the fully vine ripened 
stage, usually in the “pink 
ripe” stage. This is done for 
the necessary tim e for 
packing and shipping to 
distant markets. 
For the home gardener, 
probably the ideal time to 
pick tomatoes for the table is 


to wait until nearly all the 
green skin color has turned 
red. At this stage,a light tug 
with the hand will cause the 
fruit to drop into your hand. 
Chances are, if you have to 
pull hard or jerk on the fruit, 
it is not yet truly vine 
ripened and ready to pick. 
Cantaloupes are similar to 
tomatoes in harvesting. If 
the fruit comes off the vine 
with a light tug it is truly 
vine ripened. This is known 
commercially as “full slip” 
and those you buy at the 
market are sedom full slip. 
Bell Peppers are im ­ 
mature when green. If you 
must wait and let the pepper 
hand on the stalk it acts like 
the tomato fruit by gradually 
turning red and becoming 
ripe. 
It will turn a light 
green, then a light pink and 
finally turn fully red. When 
nearly all red, snap it off the 
stalk. It will have a greatly 
improved taste and add a 
lovely color to tossed green 
salads.

ALMA 
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Moving House Plants 


“Move without my plants? 
Never.’’ 
This 
sentim ent 
is 
becoming more prevalent 
among owners of house 
plants who are moving long 
distances. 
Some 
experts 
may 
recommend that you dispose 
of your plants and start the 
collection again at your new 
home. But like most plant 
owners, you might balk at 
the thought of relinquishing 
your plants to the trash or 
selling them to a stranger 
who may have a hungry 
puppy waiting at home. 
But one point plant-lovers 
often overlook is that most 
van lines will refuse to move 
plants. 
Those 
that 
do 
transport them won’t accept 
responsibility 
for 
their 
condition upon arrival. 
If you have a number of 
plants to be relocated, it’s 
best to use a do-it-yourself 
moving method. Then you 
can give your plants the 
personal care they may need 
during the trip. 
If you plan to travel 
through Arizona, California, 
or Florida, you should know 
that these places won’t allow 
your plants to cross their 
state lines. They maintain 
border stations that are 
designed to keep out insects 
that could spread and infest 
crops. 
To 
learn 
about 
any 
restrictions you might en­ 
counter while transporting 
plants, write to each state’s 


Experts Recommend Care 


department of agriculture. 
In some cases, you may be 
able to arrange in advance 
for your county inspector to 
examine each plant and 
write a certificate of in­ 
spection for it. This will 
facilitate any border stops 
you make and will probably 
not cost anything. 
Once you have established 
that it is all right to transport 
your plants without fear of 
confiscation, follow these 
steps. 
First, thoroughly water 
your plants, allowing excess 
water to drain. Next, wrap 
the most delicate plants and 
those with breakable pots in 
newspaper for protection. 
Roll the paper around the pot 
and plant, forming a sort of 
sleeve. 
If you are moving during 
extremely cold weather, you 
may wish to completely 
cover some fragile plants 
with newspaper, stapling the 
paper at the top. This will 
serve as insulation. 
When loading your plants, 
it’s a good idea to place them 
in some kind of container to 
keep them from shifting. A 
ladder or bookcase placed 
horizontally on the floor will 
do the trick. 
For additional protection, 
cushion 
the 
pots 
with 
blankets or rugs. When 
loading your truck or trailer, 


place plants where they can 
be checked often. 
According 
to 
florists, 
plants that are moved can 
experience 
a 
condition 
resembling a state of shock. 
To lessen the effects of 
shock, give each plant a dose 
of vitamin Bl upon arriving 
at your destination. 
Vitamin Bl is sold in liquid 
form in nurseries. 
When plants are in transit, 
the don’ts are as important 
as the do’s. Don't re-pot any 
plants just before you move, 
or it will add to the overall 
trauma of adjusting to a new 
location. 
Don’t expose your plants 
to freezing temperatures ii 
you can help it. In fact, 
plants 
don’t 
like 
tem ­ 
peratures around them to 
dip below sixly-five degrees. 
That is why it is especially 
important to insulate them 
with newspaper during cold 
weather. 
Don’t expect your plants to 
pass a border inspection if 
they have been potted in 
garden 
soil 
instead 
of 
sterilized 
nursery 
soil. 
Garden soil carries minute 
pests that the state would 
prefer to keep out of its 
crops. 
Finally, don’t expect your 
plants to react favorably if 
you are moving to a place 
where they will be exposed 


to gas heat for the first time. 
They won’t like it, and it may 
take a while for them to 
adjust. 
Expect some changes in 
your plants when you arrive 
at your new home. 
For 
example, some loss of leaves 
is normal 
Plants 
may 
also 
ex­ 
perience what is known as 
tip burning, in which the 
edges of leaves turn brown. 
This is caused by a lack of 
light, the heat in the vehicle

they were transported in, or 
a lack of water. 
Don’t expect your plants to 
spring right back into their 
former shape—it may be as 
long as a month before they 
adjust 
to the new 
en­ 
vironment 
You can expect to lose a 
few plants. Some of the more 
sensitive ones just won’t 
make it But the hardier ones 
should be able to adapt. 
And most plant owners 
would agree that they would 
rather end up saving a few 
plants than put them all in 
the trash before the journey 
starts 
Gardens 


Keep Garden Active 


You’ll be amazed at the 
bonanza of fresh vegetables 
even a small garden can 
produce. 
But to keep a 
garden producing at its best, 
you 
need 
“ succession 
planting,” advises James R. 
Risinger, county agent with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. This 
means keeping every inch of 
space “busy” growing good 
vegetables all the time. As 
soon as one crop is finished, 
plant another to take its 
place. 


For instance, early spring 
cro p s —le ttu c e , 
p e a s, 
radishes and spinach, to

Dear 
Doc: 
Can 
you 
suggest something for a 
rather wide planter across 
the north side of our porch? 
It receives very little direct 
sun. We would prefer not to 
use green shrubs or hedge. 
Dwarf variegated aucuba 
sounds like a natural with its 
large 
colorful 
foliage. 
Cleyera would be attractive 
provided you could tolerate 4 
foot shrubs. While green, 
they do have attractive 
bronze new growth. 
Azaleas, with proper care, 
could give you colorful 
displays 
each 
spring. 
Caladiums, 
coleus, 
and 
impatiens will all tolerate 
shade well and could be 
interspersed with green 
shrubs such as the hollies for 
an over-all colorful display. 
Dear Doc: The flowers 
have consistently fallen off 
our tomatoes since early 
May. Could they possibly be 
too heavy from the rain and 
all the watering they’ve 
gotten? 
Flower drop is generally 
the result of a lack of 
pollination, seldom related 
to soil m oisture levels. 
Larger fruiting varieties, 
such as Beefsteak, Big Boy, 
and Ponderosa, won’t set 
fruit in hot weather (above 
90degrees). Excess nitrogen 
in fertilizers can result in a 
rush 
toward 
vegetative 
growth and away from 
fruiting. Tomato fruit set is a 
complicated problem at 
best. 
Dear Doc: How deep does 
the soil need to be for us to 
grow good trees? We live 
right on a rock outcropping. 


Depth of soil will vary 
according to the type of trees 
you want, how often you’re 
willing to water, and what 
type of soil the plants are 
growing in. Small trees such 
as crape m yrtles, 
tree 
yaupons, and crabapples 
could do well in a couple of 
feet of well prepared soil. 
Larger trees such as pecans 
will do best in considerably 
deeper soils. 
In 
fact, 
com m ercial 
growers seek land with a 
minimum of 8 ft. of soil. In 
either case, your plants can 
get by with slightly less soil 
than optimum if you’ll be 
willing to water and fertilize 
more 
frequently. 
Be 
cautious of iron deficiency 
on 
shallow 
soils. 
High 
alkalinity can lead to serious 
problems if not kept under 
control with soil acidifiers 
and iron sprays. Try to avoid 
plants 
prone 
to 
iron 
deficiencies 
(dogwoods, 
sweetgums, 
magnolias, 
pines, water oak, etc.). 
Dear Doc: I’ve developed 
quite an interest in rex 
begonias, but I’ve hit a few 
snags. What type of care is 
best? 
Rex begonias generally do 
best in bright light, out of 
direct 
sunlight. 
They’ll 
prosper with highly organic 
potting soil (60-70 percent 
peat moss), good drainage, 
and uniform moisture. 
Fertilize regularly with a 
balanced house plant fer­ 
tilizer. Keep water off the 
foliage, much as you would 
with African violets. There 
are a thousand and one 
begonia 
varieties 
and 


species. I’m sure you'll find 
them most rewarding. 
Dear Doc: I’ve got several 
hanging baskets around our 
patio. It seems that every 
time I water it just runs 
along the inside and out the 
bottom. The result is dry 
plants the next day. What 
can I do? 
Soak the baskets in a tub of 
water for a couple of hours. 
You might even add a 


diluted liquid fertilizer to the 
water. If you have open wire 
or plastic 
baskets 
and 
soaking still doesn’t solve 
the problem, consider lining 
the insides of the baskets 
with clear light plastic film 
to reduce evaporation loss.

mention a few—are usually 
harvested by the time warm 
weather sets in. When you 
clean up that area, don’t let 
it sit idle. Empty space in­ 
vites “robber” weeds and 
wastes ground that could be 
grow ing delicious vegetables 
for later harvest. 
Snap beans planted about 
every two weeks until early 
summer are a good follow-up 
to early spring crops and 
provide a good supply for the 
table and freezer. 
Swiss 
chard is a natural to succeed 
spring spinach. Swiss chard 
takes both summer heat and 
light fall frost as it con­ 
tinually produces succulent 
greens for cooking. Okra 
does best when planted late 
and fits in well after spring 
lettuce, spinach and even 
green beans.*Squash does 
well following many early 
spring crops. 
Many areas can produce a 
second crop of tomatoes, 
beans, potatoes, squash and 
other cold sensitive crops. 
These plantings are made in 
late summer or early fall, 
depending upon where you 
live in Texas. 
When fall does roll around, 
it’s time to plant onions, 
greens, lettuce, carrots, 
beets, radishes and spinach. 
All these stand some frost in 
the garden when they’re 
mature. 
Homegrown 
peas 
are 
always a m outhwatering 
spring treat; you often can 


double the treat with a fall 
crop Pods develop ” ~il in 
cool fall weather but should 
be mature before frost. 
Risinger lists three im­ 
portant points to remember 
for success with “succession 
planting.” 
First, check the number of 
days from planting to har­ 
vest for each variety. You 
need to allow enough time to 
grow and harvest tender 
vegetables before the first 
expected fall frost and to let 
hardy varieties develop 
before a hard freeze. And 
rem em ber, as days get 
shorter it may take plants a 
little longer to mature than 
during the long days of late 
spring and early summer. 
Second, keep the ground 
moist after sowing seeds, 
especially those planted 
during hot. dry and windy 
weather. 
W ater 
as 
frequently as necessary to 
keep the soil damp until the 
seedings are up and growing 
well. This often makes the 
difference between good 
results and disappointments. 
Sprouting seeds can’t stand 
drying out, even for a short 
time. 
Third, check with the 
county Extension office and 
request information on home 
gardening 
With “succession plan­ 
ting”, you can get the most 
out of this year’s garden—all 
year long.
